Also at the hearing, long-term Villa Motel residents 
told the council they don’t have the money to move and 
may become homeless if it is closed down.

“I am convinced we need to revoke the conditional use 
permit for the Villa Motel,” said Albany Mayor Mike 
Brodsky as he opened council discussion. He proposed 
adjustments to the already-prepared resolution to deny 
the appeal, in hopes of discouraging future litigation. The 
resolution now gives long-term motel tenants up to 60

EL CERRITO — The city of El 
Cerrito and the redevelopment agency 
will enter into a Memorandum of 
Understanding (MOU) with the 
Contra Costa Transportation Author- 
ity and BART relating to the El Cerrito 
Plaza transit village proposed to be 
built at the Plaza BART station. 

The decision to execute the pro- 
posed MOU was not unanimous. 
Council member Mae Ritz agreed 
with those objecting citizens who 
believe the agreement is too specific 
in its description of the project, im- 
plying that approval is inevitable. 

“Tt appears to me to be a project 
we’re going to be diligently pursuing 
for approval,” said Ritz, who said she 
was not happy with that situation, 
even though she does agree that af- 
fordable housing is needed in El 
Cerrito and that housing should be 
located next to transit points.

La Force immediately challenged 
some of Stark’s statements. From La 
Force’s viewpoint, becoming lead 
agency for the CEQA (California 
Environmental Quality Act) process 
is an opportunity for the city in allow- 
ing it “to direct what the process will 
be. 

“We've gained more control than 
we would have otherwise,” he said. 

He also maintained that approval 
of the project is not a foregone con- 
clusion. Approval in the event that 
the project does not conform to CEQA 
guidelines would be illegal, b said. 
In addition, he noted that no particu- 
lar size or design for the project has 
been formally proposed or discussed. 

Council member Norma Jellison 
later responded to comments from 
Stark and others. According to

The games children used to play 


Back to the early 1920s again - 
this time to junior high school 
days when three quarters of the 
school yard was given over to the 
activities of the boys. And at the 
school I went to, the girls’ one 
quarter had to be invaded by the 
left fielder of the boys softball 
team to catch the occasional fly 
ball that went that far. 

But if you’ll think back to 
your own junior high days you'll 
remember that the boys were.a lot 
more interested in catching the fly 
ball than paying attention to the 
girls. 

Then too, while the girls 
collected dolls, the boys collected 
baseball player cards — collected 
them, traded them, even gambled 
for them — lagging them against 
a wall, tossing them up, playing 
other games of chance. At least 
that’s what they did in the ’20s. 
Maybe you were pure. 

But one day back about 1920/a 
fad hit our school — collecting 
milk tops. In those days, in cities, 
milk came in bottles. All milk and 
cream bottles, from gill to quart 
size, had the same size tops and 
were circular so all dairies used 
the same bottles and tops with 
their own logotypes on the tops 
making the only difference. And 
this seemed to be the case in all 
cities across the country. 

Where the fad started I never 


cost next to nothing, didn’t take 
up near the amount of space it 
would have taken to collect girls, 
and could be played with like 
baseball cards if desired. 

Of course, tops from the dozen 
or so dairies around the Bay Area 
got got in a hurry and it became 
important to get some rare 
specimens from far off.places for 
trading and that required 
“connections” with people who 
got around a bit. Enter Dad who 
got to different parts of California 
on business occasionally, and 
clear back to the Midwest at 
times. 

While I’m sure he would have 
preferred to have coffee with 
most meals, he was a good guy 
and ordered milk with lunches in 
such foreign addresses as Visalia, 
Sacramento, Mcline (Ill.), and 
South Bend (Ind.) and brought me 
the tops. 

Oh yes... let’s not forget San 
Diego. And El Centro. 

But it didn’t take very long for 
the fad to peter out and the 
collectors found themselves with 
boxes full of milk tops to play 
games with and they began to use 
them instead of real money, 
matching, tossing, and other 
gambling maneuvers — just for 
glory. And at about this point 
somebody discovered a system — 
an air-tight system that he and a 


.. three people matching “coins;” 
if all three match it’s no game; if 
two are alike and the third is 
different, he takes all three coins. 
Under the system, the two col- 
leagues prearrange their “coins” 
the first one heads up, second one 
tails, for maybe 20 coins. Then 
they find a sucker to play the 
game. One of the colleagues holds 
his pile with heads up on top; the 
other one holds his with tails up. 
No matter how the sucker’s coins 
come up he has to match one of 
the colleagues and the other 
colleague wins. They can’t lose 
and they can’t ever come up tied 
— three alike. 

Then the colleagues divide up 
the spoils and the sucker is 
cleaned out of everything. 

There’s a very good chance 
that this gimmick was developed 
about the same time the machine 
that stamped out identical coins 
was invented and one of the 
students grandfathers or great- 
grandfathers put him wise to the 
trick. I know that it got noised 
around school real fast and put an 
end to its use almost overnight. 

The school where all this 
occurred was named for Frances 
E. Willard, an “educator and 
reformer.” History doesn’t record 
whether or not she learned about 
this and requested that her name 
be taken off of the school, but it’s;

More Caltrans concerns 


Editor: 

A recent letter from the Chair of Albany’s 
Waterfront Committee regarding Caltrans’ mitigation 
project in our proposed Eastshore State Park left out a 
few important facts. For example: 

* The Caltrans project proposes to take over 6/7 
acres of the Plateau area, the most usable part of 
Albany’s waterfront. It is a large, flat, open area 
originally planned for playing fields, picnicking, and 
active recreation — high priorities in our community 
and park. 

¢ Albany has no authority over Caltrans whatsoever 
to control or limit development. Caltrans is proposing 
the absolute minimum amount of mitigation area. 
Consequently, regulating authorities (U.S. Fish & 
Wildlife, State Fish & Game, Army Corps of 
Engineers, or BCDC) will probably require more 
habitat area than they are proposing. If so, Caltrans can 
only expand its project further onto the playing field 
area at the location it is currently planning. 

¢ Locating a sensitive habitat area in the busiest area 
of the park (next to the playing fields and Bay Trail) is 
not good planning. To keep people away from birds, 
the project will require a cyclone fence screen, 5/6 feet 
high, with fiberglass slats on approxi-mately 3/4 mile 
of the adjacent Bay Trail. Such an unappealing Trail 
won't be used. This screen would not be necessary if 
Caltrans’ project were located elsewhere. 

* There are three or four better locations for this 
mitigation project but Caltrans is not studying them 
because they would cost more to develop. 
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Unfortunately, the cheapest plan for Caltrans is not the 
best plan for Albany’s park or the waterfront. 

« Artificial habitat areas such as this have a low rate 
of success. To avoid failure in Albany, Caltrans chose 
an area already inhabited by birds. This mitigation isn’t 
“adding” habitat, it is only “enhancing” existing 
habitat. As a result, this project isn’t a good deal for 
birds either. 

* There is no benefit to Albany or its park from this 
project. In fact, because of the loss of prime Plateau 
area and the required Bay Trail screen, this project has 
a negative impact on the quality of our park. If located 
elsewhere, Caltrans’ project could potentially improve 
a neglected part of the waterfront. 

Albany should require Caltrans to develop this 
project at another location, whether it be the Albany 
Codornices Marsh or Bulb area or the Richmond site. 
City commissions should look closely at what’s being 
proposed, especially Parks & Recreation and Traffic. & 
Safety. Albany has very little open space — it should 
be planned carefully for our needs, not quickly for 
Caltrans’ satisfaction. Furthermore, it would be 
prudent for the Waterfront Committee and local ball 
clubs to plan the playing fields now, not after Caltrans 


has taken whatever it needs.

From the Mayor’s Desk

aspects and the major issues it 
raises, the council recognized this 
would be and should be a major 
focus of the city staff. 

Similarly, we have other 
proposals for the same area. Tied 
to the theater proposal is a mixed 
use project that would be sited 
adjacent to the Del Norte Place 
project. The city is a part owner 
of Del Norte Place and with the 
private owner is concerned that 
other development take place 
around Del Norte Place to 
improve that project and enhance 
our investment. A critical 
component to improving that 
investment is getting other mixed 
projects developed next to it. 


Across the street is the old 
Food Bowl and IHOP. These 
properties are almost entirely in 
Richmond, but directly impact El 
Cerrito. With the proposals for a 
theater complex and mixed use 
project, our interest in what is 

done on the Food Bowl and IHOP 
sites has increased. We do not 
want to see proposals for those 
sites that would not be 
compatiable with or have a 
negative impact on our projects. 


The second subject that was 
considered a “top” priority was 
the apparent activity occurring 
around the El Cerrito Plaza and 
Plaza BART station. We 
identified tasks that we felt would 
require significant staff 
committment. To begin with, we 


- have the proposal for the mixed 


use project at the BART parking 
lot to the west of the station. This 


project also offers major benefits 
to the city while, at the same 
time, raising potentially 
significant environmental issues 
and concems. 

In addition, we have an 
opportunity to begin a 
transformation of the El Cerrito 
Plaza. For this we identified some 
critical tasks. One was the 
preparation of a market study that 
would give us the kind of detailed 
and sophisticated information that 
we felt we did not have and need 
to assist us in our decisions about 
changes to the Plaza. 

In addition, we have already 
begun the process of working 
with the cities of Albany, 
Berkeley, Richmond, and 
Kensington on improving and 
restoring Cerrito Creek. This 
creek restoration reflects our 
belief that this will improve the 
Plaza’s profitability by providing 
an improved environment that 
makes the plaza a destination 
point for persons. 

We also are facing a proposed 
expansion of the Lucky Store 
which will require the city to 
respond. We felt we need to be 
able to respond in a way that 
promotes the long term vision and 
goals that the city has for the 
plaza. In formulating that vision, 
we felt we needed to bring 
together Plaza owners and the 
community in a process leading to 
a concrete conceptual plan. 

Perhaps most critical was our 
concern that we devote city 
resources to make sure all 
activities at the south end of town 
are integrated with our long term 
goals and vision for the city. This 
means formulating a strategic 

plan for the South Gateway.

THE CALVIN SIMMONS STORY 
OR ‘DON’T CALL ME MAESTRO’ 
by Rinna Evelyn Wolfe (Muse 
Wood Press, $13.95)

On April 27, 1995, Calvin 
Eugene Simmons would have 
been 45 years old. Unfortunately, 
the former conductor of the Oak- 
land Symphony Orchestra died 
tragically at the age of 32. 

So great, however, was his 
impact on the Bay Area’s music 
community in his brief life that 
the Oakland East Bay Symphony 
dedicated its April 21 perfor- 
mance of the Verdi Requiem to 
Simmons’ memory.

Earlier this spring Laura 
Naughton, the orchestra’s execu- 
tive director, had announced the 
establishment of a music fund to 
honor Simmons. The Calvin Sim- 
mons Guest Artist Fund will 
underwrite performances with the 
orchestra by notable musicians 
and other performing artists. 

Who was this young musician 
who burst upon the local music 
scene in 1979, becoming the first 
black conductor of a major 
orchestra west of the Mississippi? 

Berkeley author Rinna Evelyn 
Wolfe has written The Calvin 
Simmons Story to answer that 
question. In a book almost as 
brief (less than 150 pages) as her 
subject’s life, she traces the career 
of the San Francisco native who 
tose to prominence in the classi- 
cal music world. 

When Simmons took the reins 
as conductor of the Oakland 
Symphony Orchestra, he was tak- 
ing one more step on a musical 
path begun when he was 3 years 
old. The only child of older par- 
ents, Simmons was born on April 
27, 1950, in San Francisco. His 
mother, Mattie Pearl, led the 
Mount Zion Baptist choir, and 
even as a toddler, Simmons 
delighted in imitating his 
mother’s conducting gestures. 

At 5 he began formal piano 
lessons, and by age 8 he was per- 
forming Chopin. Gifted with 
nearly perfect pitch and an ability 
to play by ear, he progressed 
rapidly in his music studies. 

A major step on his journey to 
the Oakland Symphony position 
was Simmons’ introduction to 


Madi Bacon and the San Fran- 
cisco Boys Chorus. Here he sang, 
accompanied and conducted fel- 
low members in song throughout 
his teen years. 

He derived special pleasure 
from the chorus’ summer camps 
at Feather River near Quincy. At 
15 Simmons wrote and performed 
his own short opera for the other 
campers. By the time he was 17, 
he had become a camp counselor, 
already known for his practical 
jokes and ever-present sense of 
humor. 

While still a teenager Sim- 
mons began hanging around the 
San Francisco War Memorial 
Opera House, eventually working 
as an accompanist and vocal 
coach in the Merola Opera Pro- 
gram, a training program for 
upcoming singers. 

The young musician was fortu- 
nate in the number of interested 
adults who recognized his talents 
and encouraged him over the 
years. In addition to Madi Bacon, 
there were his junior and senior 
high music teachers, Louise 
McTerman, Joseph Alessi and 
Sidney Walker; his mentor at the 
University of Cincinnati Conser- 
vatory of Music, Max Rudolph; 
pianist Rudolf Serkin; and last 
but certainly never least, Kurt 
Herbert Adler, general director of 
the San Francisco Opera. 

Thanks to the help of these and 
many other prominent musicians, 
and his own dedication to his 
chosen profession, by 1973 Sim- 
mons had realized several accom- 
plishments unusual for one so 
young. As author Wolfe writes— 

“And so at 22, Calvin had 
graduated from college, earned an 
award (the thirrd annual Kurt 
Herbert Adler Award for out- 
standing musical ability), made 
his debut as a conductor (in 
December, 1972, conducting 
Hansel and Gretel at San Fran- 
cisco’s Palace of Fine Arts) and 
visited Europe. He was ready to 
work full time in San Francisco’s 
opera house (as Adler’s assistant 
conductor).” 

Wolfe traces Simmons’ years 
in San Francisco, working with 
the singers of the Western Opera 
Theater (S.F. Opera’s touring 
company for young singers), in 
England where he conducted at 
the prestigious Glyndebourne 
Festival, in Los Angeles as assis- 
tant to Zubin Mehta, and in other 
American cities where he guest- 
conducted. 

The experience proved valu- 
able when Simmons was chosen 
to be one of six guest conductors 
for the Oakland Symphony’s 
1978-79 season. By July 1979, 
the selection committee had

unanimously chosen him to 
become the orchestra’s new 
music director. 


Opening night on Oct. 16, 
1979, was a gala affair at Oak- 
land’s Paramount Theatre. The 
city’s music lovers welcomed 
Simmons with open arms. One 
newspaper reviewer described 
him thus: “Calvin is a rare and 
special person, honest with him- 
self, honest with his players.” 


Simmons’ involvement in the 
community, his interest in the 
Youth Symphony and bringing 
music into the schools, and his 
own charismatic personality 
embodied in his infectious smile 
endeared him to Oaklanders. His 
tragic drowning in 1982 cast a 
pall over the Bay Area and the 
music world. 


Author Wolfe is clearly a solid 
fan of Simmons. Her book is an 
obvious effort to see that his 
legacy lives on. Because she 
emphasizes Simmons’ desire to 
introduce children to music at an 
early age, as he himself was, her 
account of his life is especially 
appropriate for young readers. 


Short, with numerous photos of 
Simmons at various stages in his 
life, and easily readable, this 
book would help young musi- 
cians quickly learn about one of 
the Bay Area’s own musical suc- 
cess stories.

How many ways can you fix chicken soup? 


THE CHICKEN SOUP BOOK by 
Janet Hazen, Drawings by Lilla 
Rogers (Chronicle Books, $14.95)

If we had a regular food sec- 


‘tion in this newspapers, this book 


would never have reached my 
desk. But we don’t and it did, 
much to my delight. 


What more welcome thought 
during the seemingly endless 
days of rainy, gray skies we’ve 
been experiencing this year than 
that of a delicious, aromatic bowl 
of rich chicken soup. 


But an entire cookbook 
devoted to chicken soup? The 
idea is not nearly as bizarre as it 
may appear on the surface 
because, as Janet Hazen says in 
her introduction: “As an antidote 
for colds and flu, depression, bad 
report cards, upset stomachs, 
cramps, political unrest, allergies, 
bronchitis, arthritis and hangnails, 
a bowl of steaming hot chicken 
soup is cherished in most every 
part of the world.” 


So Hazen presents her collec- 
tion of “Old and New Recipes 
From Around the World,” as the 
subtitle indicates. Hazen, who 
resides in Oakland, is a cookbook 
author and restaurant critic whose 
articles have appeared in numer- 
ous magazines and newspapers.

In the past she has written books 
about the vegetarian table, sand- 
wiches, garlic, mustard and 
juices. 


Included in The Chicken Soup 
Book are over 50 international 
recipes, arranged according to 
their geographic location. So we 
find sections on North, Central 
and South America; Asia and the 


South Pacific; Africa and the 
Caribbean; India and the Middle 
East; the Mediterranean; and 
Northern Europe, Russia and the 
Adriatic. 


But Hazen doesn’t just plunge 
into her exotic offerings. First she 
starts with the principles of mak- 
ing chicken soup. Because 
chicken stock is the base for prac- 


tically all of tbe soups in the col- 
lection, the author offers advice 
on purchasing, storing and cook- 
ing chicken. Shc even suggests 
how to cut chicken meat and 
faces up to the ugly task of what 
to do with chicken fat. (No secret 
here; she doesn’t dispose of it but 
uses it for making a roux or for 
sauteeing vegetables or for adding 
to cooked grains and beans.) 

With the preliminaries out of 
the way, Hazen provides two 
basic recipes, one for a strong 
chicken stock and one for a light 
stock. As you might guess, she 
prefers the homemade variety to 
canned chicken broth but 
acknowledges the usefulness of a 
high-quality, low-sodium canned 
product. 

The many soup recipes in the 
book are as varied as the coun- 
tries in which they originated. 
The ingredients tell the tale in 
most cases. Where would you 
expect to find paprika, caraway 
seeds, bacon, tomatoes, potatoes 
and pasta, except in a Hungarian 
Chicken Goulash? 

Greek Avgolemono soup is 
probably so familiar to many 
Americans that we are brought to 
a stop when we realize—yes— 
that is a soup with a chicken stock 
base. In the Middle Eastern 
soups, cracked wheat, coriander, 
cumin and spinach appear in sev- 
eral variations. 

Titles alone hint at the antici-

pated ingredients for many of the 
soups: Mexican Chicken Chili 
Pepper-Tortilla Soup, Danish 
Cream of Chicken and Mushroom 
Soup (yum), Persian Chicken and 
Yellow Split Pea Soup with Mint, 
Puerto Rican Chicken-Rice Soup 
with Peppers, Chinese Chicken- 
Won Ton Soup, German Chicken 
and Cabbage Soup with Garlic 
Sausage, and Tahitian Chicken 
Papaya Soup. 

As is apparent from some of 
the titles above, many of these 
soups are quite adequate as one- 
dish meals. Frequently Hazen 
suggests an appropriate bread or 
salad as accompaniment to the 
soup. 

She also gives tips on locating 
more unusual ingredients such as 
plantains, hearts of palm’and the 
five different varieties of mush- 
rooms called for in a Russian 
chicken soup recipe. However, 
given the Bay Area’s incredible 
wealth of ethnic groceries, acquir- 
ing the necessary ingredients for 
most of these soups should be 
much easier than in many parts of 
the country. 


Throughout The Chicken Soup 
Book illustrator Lilla Rogers has 
scattered her colorful, playful line 
drawings, representing everything 
from a sprig of oregano to a 
plump brown poulet. 


In case you’re wondering how 
Hazen covers the diversity of the 
regional North American 
cuisines, four recipes are pre- 
sented: Louisiana Chicken 
Gumbo, New England Chicken 
and Bacon Soup, Tex-Mex 
Smoked Chicken and Chili Pep- 
per Soup, and what Hazen calls a 
classic recipe for “Jewish peni- 
cillin,” Chicken Soup with Matzo 
Balls. 


Thumbing through Hazen’s 
book and imagining thc tantaliz- 
ing smells and savory tastes leads 
a reader to accept her statement 
that chicken soup is clearly a uni- 
versal cure-all. 


Or, as she writes, “If in fact 
‘Jewish penicillin’ doesn’t solve 
life’s most stubborn problems, it 
at least relieves many of the 
symptoms.”

I hardly regard myself an 
expert on the Black Panthers, the 
revolutionary black power move- 
ment founded in the 1960s, 
though I was more or less present 
at its birth: during the turbulent 
60s, I taught English at Oak- 
land’s Merritt College, when the 
party got its start, and where the 
controversial Huey P. Newton, 
“Minister of Information,” was a 
student of mine. 


Movies 


At my wedding, the best man 
wore a “Free Huey” button (I 
wore a mini dress). So I’ve fol- 
lowed the story of the Panthers, 
which has yet to be fully told. 


Far from being the honest 
account many besides me have 
been waiting for, the new film, 
Panther, directed and by Mario 
Van Peebles (New Jack City) and 
written and co-produced by his 
father, Melvin Van Peebles (Sweet 
Sweetback’s Baadasssss Song), is 
a simplistic docudrama that will 
do more to stir up racial animos- 
ity than to answer lingering ques- 
tions. 

The story is seen through the 
eyes of a fictitious character, 
Judge (Kadeem Hardison), who 
also intermittently narrates. A 
returned Vietnam vet and serious 
UC student, Judge is radicalized 
by what he witnesses of official 
indifference to the black commu- 
nity and, worse, police brutality 
when community members stage 
a peaceful demonstration. 


Recruited into the newly 
formed Black Panther Party for 
Self-Defense, he interacts with 


| real-life figures like Eldridge 


Cléaver and party founders 
Bobby Seale and Huey Newton. 
In the film, members of the 
black community, with a few 
exceptions — a conservative 


» 


cleric, a drug pusher, a couple of 
black cops — universally become 
Panther supporters. Whites, with 
the exception of a handful of 
wimpy Panther wannabes and a 
few hippie drug buyers, are all 
racists and scumbags. Talk about 
black-and-white characteriza- 
tions! 

The police are not only corrupt 
but also as bumbling as Keystone 
Cops. Only FBI chief J. Edgar 
Hoover (played by Richard 
Dysart and portrayed like a comic 
strip figure, spookily lit and 
accompanied by an attack dog), 
together with his cohorts, is truly 
— and evilly — effective. 


Aside from a couple 
of identifiable 
Oakland and 
Berkeley shots, 
most of the action 
appears to have 
been filmed in L.A. 
Merritt College is 
never mentioned. 


A large portion of the story 
hinges on the (unsupported) claim 
that the FBI broke up the Panthers 
and attempted to destroy the 
black community by pouring 
cheap drugs into the ghetto — 
what one white character in the 
film refers to as the “final solu- 
tion,” an unsubtle reminder of 
Hitler’s “final solution to the Jew- 
ish problem.” 


Other factoids are equally cre- 
ative. In Panthers, the women 
(“sisters”) are accepted as equals 
in the organization, when it’s 
been widely reported that they 
were cast in subordinate roles. 


Inaccuracies occur in smaller, 
details, too. Fashions in clothes 
and hairdos are all wrong — even 
Huey’s famed afro is missing. 
Aside from a couple of identifi- 
able Oakland and Berkeley shots, 
most of the action appears to have 
been filmed in Los Angeles.

Housing and Dining Services, which adminsters family 
housing, did not consult with residents about the need for 
rent increases. 

As a result, the university organized a comittee of 
student parents and administrators to iron out the differ- 
ences.

investment.” She also believes he is not caring properly 
for his retail tenants.

$19.5 million dollars,” said Woods. “In addition, the 
school board was relieved of its local authority (and state 
administrators will remain in the) district until state loan 
is repaid.”

from the RFP ariginally sent out by BART as it was 
seeking developers for the property. The developer’s 
figures, she said, came from the proposal submitted in, 
response to the RFP.

about drug trafficking and prostitution continuing at the 
motel, but rather than revoke the motel’s permit, the 
planning and zoning commission revised the conditions 
of the permit in January 1992 and asked the owner to work 
more closely with the police. 

The problems at the motel went into remission for a 
while, but “seem to have come back with a vengeance” 
since about a year ago, said Kains Avenue resident Barry 
Preisler who lives near the motel. 

During the fall of 1994 Planning Director Cappio sent 
four letters to Charlie Patel about permit violations. She 
received virtually no response from him, she said. 

“T feel that we have really given Mr. Patel numerous 
chances and they’ve been unsuccessful,” Cappio told the 
council Monday night. 

Meanwhile, the Albany Police were spending an in- 
creasing amount of time dealing with problems at the 
motel. Officers described people passed out on alcohol 
and drugs and armed assaults at the motel, as well as 
prostitutes flagging down cars on San Pablo Avenue in 
front of the motel. Officer Barry Galloway described in 
detail a decomposing body found in a Villa Motel room 
that he could smell from 5 feet outside the door. He was 
called in by the motel management about 10 days after the 
suicide — a shotgun blast to the head — because the 


patron hadn’t paid his rent or been seen, he said. 


UC Village on San Pablo Avenue was built in the 
1940s. Though some units are newer than others, some 
sections have cracks running from the ceiling to the floor, 
storm gutters are clogged with grass growing out of the 
sludge and lead-based paint peels from the exterior walls. 

While the advisory committee works on posing com- 
bination solutions that might ease the rent increases, other 
residents posed further options. 

Resident Mary Raj, who chose UC Berkeley becuase 
it has the lowest family housing costs in the statewide 
system, proposed a sliding scale to phase in rents for 
people who are less able to pay. 

“Tt seems as though the university is using a one-size- 
fits-all approach to its students, and the needs of student 
parents are different than the needs of other students,” Raj 
said. 

Other residents suggested turning the UC Village into 


Enhanced pedestrian and bicycle access between the 
Plaza and the BART path is another area of concern, 
whether or not the Lucky project goes forward. 

Lucky Stores has expressed interest in constructing a 
new, 60,000 square foot store at the southeast corner 
the center.

discrepency arose between the acreage the district thought 
it had available and the amount truly available — 7.1 
acres compared to the intended 8.9.

While a timeline for future action remains unclear, 
another resident, who phoned in anonymously, said the 
new locked bins aren’t working.

Officers went undercover between December and 
March, checking into the motel with typed slips of paper 
for identification and buying and selling drugs to motel 
patrons.

Berkeley Police Officer Robert Seib said he had ob- 
served prostitution and durg dealing at the motel for 
years. Several motel residents serve as wholesale drug 
dealers for street-level dealers, he said. 

“I’ve never known anyone other than a criminal to 
claim residence at the Villa Motel,” said Seib. 

But residents of the motel who spoke at the meeting, 
took offense at Seib’s remarks. 

“1m nota criminal,” said Dennis Young, who said he 
goes to work at 5 a.m. every morning. A middle-aged 
man, he and his wife have been living at the motel since 
mid-January, due to financial difficulties, he said. Young 
said they keep their curtains open and hadn’t seen any 
drug or prostitution activity. 

“I don’t have the resources to move,” hesaid. “Certain 
people can’t afford high-rent.” Young said he pays $200 
per week for an efficiency unit at the motel. 

Young’s wife Leone told the council, “I think (the 
owners) are doing a terrific job. You aren’t giving them 
credit. They’re trying to make it decent for people.”

The best-kept secrets are often 
right in front of us and, like other 
neighborhoods, North Oakland 
has its share.

“The Shattuck Avenue neigh- 
borhood is architecturally intact. 
The Craftsman style, though, 
points to this house as one of the 
neighborhood’s more recent ad- 
ditions.” 


Jensen and Wolf like the Crafts- 
man-style home because it cel- 
ebrated the means of construc- 
tion. Rather than decorative work, 
a Craftsman-style house has, for 
example, simple pieces of wood 
supporting the roof. 


In A Living Legacy, Historic 
Architecture of the East Bay, Mark 
Wilson says the Craftsman style 
“rejected the affection and false 
decoration of the Victorian Era, 
choosing instead ... the use of natu- 
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ral materials.” 


This home has all the appoint- 
ments of the Craftsman style. A 
paneled formal dining room, pe- 
riod lighting fixtures and a stone 
fireplace grace the interior, while 
the undisguised use of wood and 
shingles dress the outside. 


“This house was built either 5 
or 10 years after the others on the 
block so it’s more stylistically 
advanced,” Jensen said. “From 
what we were able to learn from 
the building department, the home 
was build in 1911.” 


“The house was modified, per- 
haps in the ’SOs when the whole 
exterior had been covered in fake 
brick,” Wolf said. “This was sup- 
posedly done for insulation. It 
turned out to be a real blessing 
because the “brick” preserved the

original wood shingles and al- 
lowed us to match the shingles 
more easily, particularly when we 
were doing the new garage.” 


Jeiisen and Wolf saw the house 
as a challenge. “We designed and 
built this extremely beautiful 
house anew,” Jensen said. “It was 
a real labor of love. Working 
weekends, we reshingled, then we 
designed and did all the prep work 
for the patio and deck.” 


They wanted to weave the old 
and the new together in a seam- 
less way. “We strove to be consid- 
erate of both the Craftsman style 
of the home and the historical na- 
ture of the neighborhood. For ex- 
ample, we placed turreted plant- 
ers on the deck out of respect for 
the church on the corner.” 


In working on the restoration 
of the home, Jensen and Wolf had 
a real appreciation of the simplic- 
ity and logic of the Craftsman 
style. 


Rather than having to do intri- 
cate work replacing scrolls or odd 
shapes, they often needed just 
wood and simple cuts with the 
saw. 


The home was likely built for a 
specific client. Its design is simi- 
lar to a larger house. 


The floor plan is reminiscent of 
Thorsen House, a large Crafts- 
man bungalow on Piedmont Av- 
enue in Berkeley. 


The artistry in the house reaches 
past the restoration of a Crafts- 
man-style house. Wolf’s personal 
touch permeates the rooms as her 
wall colorings strike the eye. 


From a floral pattern chosen to 
match the furniture in a brightly 
lit living room to the whimsical 
plates and saucers in the dining 
room and the fruit adorning the 
kitchen, Wolf’s designs both 
amuse and leave one feeling at 
home. 


Wolf describes the designs on 
the kitchen walls as being inspired 
by Carmen Miranda. “The fruit 
tumbles about the wall as though 
Carmen had been in the kitchen 
and tossed her famous hat into the 
air.” 


“Her wall paintings certainly 
bring happiness into the house,”

According to everything that 
Jean Baptiste Poirier had heard, 
nobody cared whose land it was. 
Squatters had already pitched 
their tents and staked their 
claims. Some said the land be- 
longed to “Californianos” — 
the Peraltas. Others said it was 
the government’s. All he had to 
do was stake a claim. 


The year was 1852. Poirier 
had returned to San Francisco 
from the gold fields only to learn 
that it was now illegal to pitch 
his tent in the city. So, like so 
many others, he boarded a skiff, 
and journeyed over to Contra 
Costa to explore. He decided to 
Stay. 


After pitching his tent and 
clearing the land around it, 
Poirier purchased 160 acres 
from his neighbor Vincente 
Peralta, mounted his mule, and 
rode to Martinez to record his 
title. 


Being careful to avoid the

A part of Oakland’s earliest history — 


four saw mills already in opera- 
tion in the hills above his claim, 
Poirier ventured there to cut the 
redwood and fashion the boards 
and the shingles needed to build 
the windowless home on his land. 

With his new estate and his 
home built, he returned to Montreal 
for his wife De Lima. The Poiriers 
farmed their land successfully. 
Jean Baptiste brought the first 
reaper and threshing machine to 
the area and did “custom thresh- 
ing” for his neighbors. 

When he died in 1864, he left 
De Lima with two sons and a 
daughter. The Poirier family con- 
tinued to farm but watched as the 
cities of Oakland and Berkeley 
encroached upon them. 

De Lima decided to sell the 
land across Shattuck and build a 
bigger home with the proceeds. 
The family kept the 80 acres west 
of Shattuck until 1905. 

It was then that the family de- 
cided to subdivide the rest of the 
farm, leaving only two acres sur- 
rounding the home for themselves. 
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The sale was the largest project _ 
of its kind. In six months, the | 
entire subdivision had been © 
sold. : 
Jean Baptiste’s youngestson — 
Andrew lived in the Poirier 
home until his death at the age _ 
of 82 in 1944. He left the prop- 
erty to his housekeeper Eliza- 
beth Biehs. In 1954, she sold 
most of the remaining land to 
an Oakiand builder for $19,500. 


The builder demolished Jean 
Baptiste’s original home, a 
landmark water tower with its 
windmill, and the horse barn. 
Palm trees which had been 
planted in the 1890s were up- 
rooted and offered to the Oak- 
land Parks Department. All to 
make way for apartment units. 


A two-toned blue house shel- 
tered in an island of evergreen 
just across from Washington 
School and the name of the ad- 
joining street are all that re- 
main of Jean Baptiste Poirier’s 
legacy.

If qualifying for today’s tradi- 
tional 30-year fixed rates has put 
a damper on your plans for a new 
home, here’s a bit of good news! 

As of a few months ago, a new 
breed of loan programs has been 
introduced by many mortgage 
banking outlets that not only 
makes qualifying for a fixed loan 
easier, it also allows you to start 
out with much lower payments 
without the uncertainties associ- 
ated with adjustable programs. 

The new buy-down loan pro- 
grams offer rates that are any- 
where from between 2 to 3 per- 
cent lower than your typical 30- 
year fixed rate mortgage. These 
programs became popular in the 
double-digit interest era of the 
early and mid-1980s, but became 
extinct as rates started to go down 
around late 1988. 

Reintroduced again in 1995, 
they offer a distinct advantage over 
their more primitive cousins of 
the mid-’80s in that the cost asso- 
ciated with buying down the rate 
temporarily is paid by the lender 
and notthe borrower ogthe builder. 

Here’s an example of how a 
typical buy-down program works: 


Let us assume that the going 
rate for a 30-year fixed, $200,000

mortgage loan is about 8.75 per- 
cent. A typical 2/1 buy-down 
(there are many different variet- 
ies) may offer you a start rate of 
7.5 percent for the first year, 8.5 
percent for the second year, and 
finally 9.5 percent from year three 
through the end of the loan. This 
primarily has three main advan- 
tage for the borrower: 


1. You will be qualified at 7.5 
percent which will greatly increase 
your buying power versus getting 
qualified at 8.75 percent fora fixed 
rate or 9 percent for an adjustable. 
(Typically, to qualify a borrower 
for an adjustable loan, a lender 
qualifies a borrower at the start 
rate of the adjustable plus 2 per- 
cent. Therefore if the start rate of 
the adjustable is 7 percent, the 
qualifying rate will be 9 percent.) 


2. You enjoy lower mortgage 
payments for the first year after 
you move in without having to 
worry about future unexpected 
interest rate increases associated 
with an adjustable loan. 


3. Since the lender pays for the 
rate buy-down, the borrower does 
not need to pay extra points. The 
cost of this loan should be similar 
to a fixed 30-year fixed from a 
closing cost point of view.

Is a bird in the hand really worth 
two in the bush? Does a stitch in 
time really...? Is a penny saved re- 
ally apenny earned? Well, actually, 
yes it is, yes it does, and we’re not 
too sure, we would be more com- 
fortable if that penny were invested. 
But we’re confident about the bird 
in hand, the stitch in time and the 
value of the location of your house. 
We think location is paramount. 

Suppose you are going to spend 
$250,000 on a house in Berkeley 
right now. Youcan buy either of the 
houses you mentioned; a small 


| house in a.good neighborhood or a 


big house ina not so good neighbor- 


| hood. Then suppose that in the next 


year the economy takes off, infla- 
tion is rampant, housing prices rise 
by 10 percent. That 10 percent fig- 
ure is an average. Some houses in- 
crease in value by more than 10 
percent and some either stay the 
same or increase by less than 10 


| percent. The prices of houses in the 


not-so-good neighborhood might go 
up, but I’ll bet you would find that 


| the prices of the houses in the good 
| neighborhood went up mote. So, if 


you wanted to sell your house next 


| summer according to this scenario, 


which house would you rather have 
bought? 

And the reverse is true too. If the 
economy went belly up and hous- 
ing prices dropped by 10 percent in 
the coming year, that too would 
have been an average, with some 
dropping by more than 10 percent 
and some dropping by less. So in 
this scenario, if you had to sell your 
house next summer, which house 
would you still want to have bought? 

In addition to being a better in- 
vestment, buying property ina good 
neighborhood usually brings ‘with 
it a better quality of life. You feel 
more secure and you enjoy more 
amenities. If you live in the smaller 
house for seven or eight years, long 
enough to wait a few years and then 
have two children who will then be 
four and one and sharing the same

room, but beginning to outgrow it, 
you will have lived all this time ina 
nicer neighborhood. 

This is not to say that these “not 
so nice” neighborhoods should be 
entirely ruled out. There are many 
really great family neighborhoods 
scattered throughout Richmond, El 
Cerrito, Berkeley and Oakland 
where, if you already had those two 
kids and still had $250,000 as the 
top price you could afford, you could 
buy a nice three or four bedroom 
house and live quite happily. You 
might not achieve the appreciation 
you would have observed in the 
other neighborhood, but you would 
still have had an acceptable place to 
live and then would not have to face 
the problems of finding a bigger 
house you could afford later. 


Q: If we get a Structural Pest 
Control Report when we go to sell 
our house, do we then have to do all 
that work? 

A: Not necessarily. It all depends 
on the amount of work called for by 
the Pest Report, your immediate 
financial circumstances, and your 
marketing strategy. If the cost of 
clearing the report is very low, it’s 
frequently a good idea to do the 
work and get a clearance, or offer to 
do the work during escrow, just to 
get the issue out of the way. 

If there is a substantial amount 
of work to be done it becomes a 
major element in your approach to 
the sale of the house. In some cases, 
particularly if the property has the 
potential of being really attractive 
and the sellers have the money avail- 
able, doing major work in order to 
present the house at its best may 
result in a higher price and faster 
sale. 

On the other hand, if you present 
the house as a fixer being sold “as 
is,” then you might save yourself a 
lot of time and trouble by letting the 
buyer decide how to deal with the 
required repairs. You can sort 
through these different choices with 
your real estate agent. 

One line of thought we would 
warn you about is the following: 
Suppose the Pest Report comes in 
with amedium amount, say $5,000. 
Some people will propose pricing 
the house $5,000 less than they oth- 
erwise would have, and then “mak- 
ing it very clear this house is being 
sold as is.” This never works. Pro- 
spective buyers will still say, “Your 
house needs $5,000 worth of work,” 
and will want to negotiate that work 
in the price they offer.

It was 
no longer what he wanted. 


Maybe you’ll come to an inter- 
mediate place — not ready to leap 
but not sure what you’re after. I’d 
like to talk to you then too. Maybe
